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SCHOOL REPORT. 


The Board of Education would respectfully submit the 
following report: 

By vote of the town in May, 1871, the district system 
was abolished. The town becoming one school district, 
under the direction of a Board of Education, consisting of 
three persons, who were authorized to take the entire 
charge of the schools, performing all the duties which had 
devolved upon Prudential and Superintending Committees. 

Under these conditions the Board entered upon their 
duties, finding a decided improvement over the old system 
of selecting and qualifying teaghers. A superintendent 
was often obliged to give a certificate for mere scholarship, 
and the ability of the candidate to pass a good examination, 
regardless of the possession of any faculty of government 
or qualifications to take the general management of a 
school. The board have the power to remedy this to a 
great extent, having a discretionary power, allowing them 
to take all the circumstances into account before making 
selections. 

This new system has been generally adopted in Massa- 
chusetts, with the most favorable results. And pubdic 
opinion in our own state is rapidly tending in the same di- 
rection. The continued existence of small school districts, 
where schools can be maintained but a tew weeks in a year, 
are regarded as evils. Concentration and a more vigorous 
yo'icy are demanded by the friends of education every- 
where. Whatever of failure may have attended the man- 
agement of our schools the past season, should not be 
charged to the system, but to the negligence or incompe- 
tence of the Board. 
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We feel to congratulate all concerned upon having 
been able to secure good teachers to take charge of the 
schools the past year, and that each school was taught 
iby but one teacher. Frequent changes, unless imperatively 
demanded, are not in our opinion advantageous. Good 
teachers should be continued in service, where it 1s possi- 
ble, as they are not plenty. Formerly there were numer- 
ous applicants for each school. Of late other busiyess has 
offered superior inducements, and those having the matter 
in charge have sometimes had no little difficulty to find 
‘suitable persons to employ. 

While we have in the past viewed our school matters 
with satisfaction, they are very far from perfection, and 
unsatisfactory as it may seem, our schools are probably not 
up to an average, taking the state as a whole. Our school 
houses are not all well appointed, in some cases inconven- 
ient, and destitute of globes, outline maps, and the modern 
improvements for facilitating the acquirement of knowl 
edge; are not all in sheltered locations, and surrounded 
by suitable play grounds. The registers show that parents 
and friends of education do not visit the schools as often 
as is desirable, if they have the best interest of the »chools 
at heart. They seem to forget that the future welfare of 
the town and community largely depend upon the condi- 
tion and training of the young. 

The condition of the Schools and School Houses 
isa fair index of the character of the community which 
surrounds them. The majority never have any other school 
facilities except the Common School: for this reason they 
should be made as efficient as possible. Money prop- 
erly applied for purposes of education is not wasted, but 
invested where it will repay an hundred fold. 


The North School was taught (30 weeks) by Miss Helen 
M. Sanborn. She is an experienced teacher. Good order 
was maintained. So far as we were able to judge, the 
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school made commendable progress. The interest mani- 
fested by parents and friends in this school, in the past, has 
done much toward making it what itis. In our judgment 
this is the way to make a school what it should be.
